Want Ex-Service Men to File Appllca 
tions for Tax Exemptions Early in 
Year; Installment on Sewer Paid. 


It was pointed out at Monday even¬ 
ing's meeting of the city trustees that 
every ex-service man eligible to claim 
exemption of taxes should file his 
claim each year between March and 
July 1st. Several times ex-service 
men have brought in claims for re¬ 
fund of their taxes after the money 
was paid, and the board has never 
refused to make such a refund, yet 
the members feel that each man eli¬ 
gible to have such exemption should 
file hi sclaim before payment is made. 

A claim was presented Monday 
evening for the payment of the first 
installment on the contract of Hickey 
& Harmon, San Francisco contractor, 
who are constructing the sewer under 
the S. P tracks. Under the contract 
the first claim of $2558.35 is due, and 
the claim was approved. 

S. Gianella asked for a refund of 
his taxes collected for the Golden 
Eagle Hotel, as the hotel was now out 
of business, but the board did not see 
its way clear to comply with the re¬ 
quest. 

The application of Night Watchman 
Henry McGraw for a raise in salary 
was granted, the officer’s salary being 
raised from $125 to $150 per month.

All traffic officers of the county 
were in attendance at the meeting of 
the supervisors Monday, in accord¬ 
ance with the instructions issued to 
them at the last meeting. The officers > 
were instructed to attend in order | 
that plans for stopping accidents on 
the highway might be discussed. ■ 

Supervisor Thomas L. Hickey led 
off in the discussion by stating that 
in the last month six deaths had oc¬ 
curred in auto accidents in this 
county largely through reckless driv¬ 
ing. Officer Bond told the board that 
since the traffic officers had been on 
duty from 10 o’clock in the evening 
till 3 in the morning in the northern 
end of the county, not ai^accident had 
been reported. Following a short dis¬ 
cussion the officers were ordered to 
turn in to the supervisors the first 
Monday of each month a full report 
of accidents occuring during the 
month past. 

The board ordered the highway east 
of the S. P. tracks closed from Beres- 
ford to Redwood City on December 
Uth. the day the speedway at San 
Carlos opens. It is expected that 
<0,000 persons will arrive at the 
speedway that day by automobile. 
Special officers will be detailed to 
handle the great crowd. 

As a result of a report of W. J. 
Graef, U. S. health inspector, on 
squirrel control, the board authorized 
an expenditure of $35 per month each 
for the expenses of four men to carry 
on this work for the next six months.
